Japanese 

Agency In 

‘America 
* Washington, July 19. 

The Slate Department an- 
nounced today that the United 
States has approved ao plan for 
Japan to establish an “overseas 
agency” here to promote trade 
between the two countries. 

The agency will be staffed 
with Trade, Financa and Foreign 
‘OMce representatives and will 
operate under the supervision of 
the Japanese Foreign Office. It 
will not have diplomatic status, 
the announcement said. 

Full diplomatic relations be- 
tween the two countries are not 
expected until the signing and 
ratification of the Japanese 
peace treaty. This agency !s 
looked upon by experts, _how- 
ever, os the forerunner of the 
Embassy. 

Japan already has n mission 
here, but ‘ils work is largely 
confined to working on alloca~ 
tion and procurement of row 
materials, Sp 

In addition to trado matters, 
the new expanded ngency will 
handle affairs - concerning 
nationality and civil status of 
Jopanese living in this country.
